Famous Per Foot Graft Charges on 
Pennsylvania Capitol Came Out 
After Berry, a Democrat, 
Was Elected State 
Treasurer. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March |!3.—The jury 
in the first of the capitol conspiracy 
cases to be tried gave a verdict of 
guilty as to every one of the four men 
who have been on trial here for the 
last seven weeks tonight after six 
hours’ deliberation. There were two 
ballots taken, but the jury did not 
_come into court until two hours after 
renching a conclusion, being out alto- 
gether eight hours. 

The men found guilty are: 

John H. Sanderson, contractor; Wil- 
liam P. Snvder, former auditor general; 
Ww. L. Mathues, former state treasurer 
and James M. Shumaker, former su- 
perintendent of public buildings and 
grounds. Motions for new trials were 
made in each case. 

Only Sanderson and Snyder were in 
court when the verdict was given and 
neither would talk. None of the coun- 
sel for the defendants would say any- 
thing in reeard to the case. The state's 
attorney when questioned, said that 
they were pleased with the result of 
the hard work. 

The maximum penalty for each de- 
fendant in this case is two years’ im- 
prisonment and $1,000 fine. 

The four men were convicted of de- 
frauding the state of about $13,000,000. 
instead of $4,000,000, the figure at 
which the contract was estimated. 

The present case constituted one of 
the longest jury trials in the history 
of Pennsylvania courts, having begun in 
January 27 and tt attracted much at- 
tention throughout the country. 

The prosecution of the alleged frauds 
was the outcome of the political up- 
heaval’ in Pennsylvania in 1906 which 
resuted In the election of William HA. 
Berry, a democrat, as stafe treasurer 
in the fall of that vear. 

Berry threw open the books of the 
state treasury and showed that the 
cost of building the capitol was more 
than three times the amount of the 
contract. 

The case was laid before the attorney 
general and in@t&tments were found 
against fourteen persons. 

When the cases now pending against 
the four persons who were convicted 
today are concluded, the other de- 
fendants will be heard.

Dan Ward, Man With Record, Again 
in Prison. 


New York, Mareh {3.—Dan S. Wan, 
whom the police say has a long prison 
record, was arrested yesterday, and In 
addition to facing charges of passing 
forged checks, amounting to $300, Is de- 
tained on an old charge of forgery in 
Boston. Ward is one of the men who 
came to New York from the south in 
1864 and attempted to burn the city. The 
men fired simultaneously a number of 
hotels and public buildings, but the fires 
were all exti ed ‘before much dam- 
age had been done.

Academy Refuses $20,000 Bequest 
by Mme. Leclerc for Purify- 
ing French Morals. 

Paris, March !3.—The French acad- 
emy today decided to refuse the $26.- 
000 bequest to it by Mme. Louise H. 
Leclerc, who died in New York, Feb- 
ruary 25, 1907, to be used, according 
to the terms of her will, in “raising the 
moral tone of France.” The academy 
decided that the acceptance of this 
fund would be tantamount to promul- 
gating the opinion of the _ testatrix, 
who regarded her native country as a 
sink of iniquity. Mme. Louise H. Le- 
clerc’s will was filed in Minneapolis in 
December. She left the greater part 
of her fortune to French institutions 
for the purpose of “raising France 
from her present low moral state.” 
Mme. Leclerc, who was in her eighty- 
third year at the time of her death, 
was the daughter of one of the young 
guards of Napoleon. 

Mme. Leclerc came to the United 
States about sixty years ago. She was 
known in this country as a private 
teacher, and in all of her work she 
deprecated the modern French novel 
and its effect on the morals of the 
people.

I am further directed to inform you that 
this invitation of the Australian government 
to the American fleet is indorsed most cor- 
dially by his majesty’s government, ana to 
express to you the satisfaction with which 
his majesty’s government will welcqme an 
intimation of the acceptance of it by the 
government of the United States.

Chicago, March 13.—The liberty 
organized and backed by the 
liquor interests, is in readiness to make 
a desperate effort to annihilate the 
anti-saloon league and to turn back the 
prohibition wave sweeping over the 
south. 

An announcement is made today of 
the completion of the ‘organization of 
the league and the claim is made for it 
that since October a general body has 
been organized in every state in the 
union. Its membership in Illinois is 
said to include 200,000 men. The 
headquarters of the organization is in 
Chicago and sub-headquarters are main- 
tained in New York, Atlanta, Ga., 
Louisville, Ky., St. Louis, Denver, 
Seattle and San Francisco. . 

The body is secret and the names of 
its officers are guarded with great 
care. The states are organized by local 
lodges or chapters in which the mem- 
bership is oathbound as to policies and 
methods of procedure, 

It is the purpose of the Illinois league 
to hold a state convention in June or 
July, pass upon candidates for state 
offices and for the legislature, prior to 
the direct primary on August 8.

down by the law, but also with a view 
and purpose to protect Mr. Lilley and 
to prevent this investigation deteriorat- 
ing into a laughing stock and farce. 
“Mr. Lilley objected earnestly to be- 
ing compelled to appear as the first 
Witness before the committee. He told 
the committee that he thought the 
investigation should proceed along dif- 
ferent lines; that he-should be allowed 
to name the order of the witnesses, 
and that he, through hig counse}, shouie 
have the privilege of examining and 
cross-examining them directly. Now, 
the fact is, that if we had acceded to 
this desire and placed witnesses on the 
Stand before a foundation had been 
laid by the testimony of Mr. Lilley him- 
self, we should have been proceeding 
contrary to law, and the witnesses 
subpenaed by the committee could not 
only have disregarded the summons and 
treated them with contempt, but coula 


have brought action tor damages 
against the server of the summons, the 
sergeant-at-arms of the house of rep- 
resentatives, in case the summons were 
obeyed. The law surrounding the pro- 
cess known as subpena duces tecum— 
which means a subpena requiring the 
appearance of a person and the bring- 
ing with hjm of papers and uocuments 
named in the summons—is very strict. 
It requires, among other things, that 
Such a supena shall not isue until 
after a foundation has been Jaid for

Will Probe to Bottom. 


“I wish to state very clearly, a8 
the chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee, that we propose to probe this 
painful affair to the very bottom: ana 
in doing 80 we propose to proceed with- 
in the law and with due regard for the 
protection of Mr. Lilley, as a member 
of the house of representatives. In pur- 
suance of this course, the committee 
today decided unanimously to call on 
Mr. Lilley for a list of witnesses Re de- 
sires to have summoned, and for a full 
statement in connection | with each wit- 
nesg of the papers he desires to have 
that witness bring. As soon as this list 
is reeeived by me, I shall issue sub- 
penas duces tecum for all of these wit- 
nesses, and they will be summoned at 
once by the sergeant-at-arms. 

“The committee has thus placed en- 
tirely in the hands of Mr. Lilleys and 
his attorneys the question of what wit- 
nesses shall or ghall not be called at 
thig time, and what papers and docu- 
ments. shall or shall not he produced. 
The committee wil] resume its sittings 
next Monday, ready to swear and to 
hear guch witnesses as Mr. Lilley shall 
have designated.”’ 

The committee, at its executive ses- 
sion this afternoon, in addition to de- 
ciding te ask Mr. Lilley for a4 list of his 
witnesses, also reached the decision to 
allow any one whose name has been 
mentioned or will be mentioned during 
the course of the investigation to ap- 
pear before the committee and make a 
statement. 

Mr. Lilley’s Reply. 


Replying to the statement made by 
Chairman Boutell, Mr. Lilley tonight 
said: 

“Referring to the first paragraph of 
the committee’s statement, I would gay 
that if the investigation does develop 
into a farce, the responsibility will rest 
with others, as I personally begged to 
take the responsibility of the investiga- 
tion and to furnish the ablest counsel 
procurable. The cummittee has denied 
me this privilege, and from this time 
on, the committee must assume the re- 
sponsibility of securing the evidence 
from the witnesses whom I have des- 
ignated and will designate. 

“Regarding the second paragraph of 
the chairman's statement, 1 would say 
that the jegal phase of the matter, as 
expressed by the chairman, {fs directly 
contrary to the opinion of eminent law- 
yers with whom I have consulted. 

“Regarding the third paragraph: We 
are all glad to know that the chairman 
of the investigating committee promises 
to probe thig affair to the very Dot- 
tom. 

“Referring to the fourth paragraph of 
the statement, I note that the com- 
mittee has placed in the hands of my- 
self and my attorneys what witnesses 
shall be called at this time. This is of 
mo value to - me without the privilege of 
direct examination and cross-examina- 
tion and the privilege of calling the 
witnesses that will bring out the evi- 
dence to the best advantage.”’

AND AVERTED A PANIC 


Called Help by Wireless Before He 
Told Passengers of Fire 


on Boat. 


New York, March 13.—Prompt and de- 
termined action on the part of Captain 
Appleby, of the Fall River steamer Prov- 
idence, prevented what otherwise might 
have been a serious catastrophe when 
fire broke out on the craft :while she 
was coming up Long Island sound, bound 
from Providence for New York, early 
today.

winity. The Richard Peck also was 
bonnd for New York, and which she had 
not been sighted during the night, it was 
seen that her schedule would bring her 
at that hour to within a few miles of the 
Providence. 
call was quickly answered, the 
predicament of the Providence was ex- 
plained, each steamer was advised of 
the other's position and they started to- 
‘ward each oiher. When they came to- 
gether the fire wag still in progress on 
the Providence, but the passengers, who 
had been aroused a few minutes bdefore, 
had been told of the coming relief and 
were guietly waiting to be transferred 
to the other steamer. The sea was calm 
and the transfer was made quickly and 
with little difficulty. The officers de- 
clare that there was not even’ a @gn 
uneasinéss apparent among the passen- 
gers and that the ‘whole affair was car- 
ried through without. trouble of any 
kind. :

Dr. Broughton announced that, only 
half of the expenses of the conference 
had been collected, the amount on hand 
being $!1.040.

“Some Savw-Sophisms.”. 

One of the most interesting, humor- 
ous and commonsense lectures ever 
heard in Atlanta was delivered by Dr. 
G. Campbell Morgan at the Tabernacle 
on “Some Saw-Sophisms.”’ 

The title of the address was peculiar 
itself, and caused a ‘reat deal of 
amusement, especially when Dr. Mor- 
gan told of questions that had been 
asked of him during the week about it. 
He explafned that the word “saw” orig- 
inally came from the Saxon, and meant 
a saying: and regarding sophisms that 
it came from the Greek ‘*sophos,”’ which 
at first was defined as ‘wise,’ but 
since time had placed a stamp upon it 
the word had lost its effect. 

Dr. Morgan said: “‘A maxim has the 
sound of wisdom, but it is really de- 
ceptive, false when you come to think 
of it. Human life is dominated by saw- 
sophisms.” ‘ 

In his introduction he explained that 
the “exception proves the rule’ does 
not always prove to be correct; that 
“seeing is believing’’ is not always 
seeing nor believing, that <::all is fair 
in ove and war’ is an abominable 
maxim that “you had better not look 
the gift horse in the mouth” Its a fal- 
lacy. 

In the main part of his address Dr. 
Morgan showed that the great saw- 
sophisms used by the world are gencr- 
ally weak, and when traced down one 
will find that what appears to be wise 
is in reality unwise, just sounding 
well. 

There were some 2,500 people present 
at the lecture.

It is a notorious fact that the cost of American vessels is 25 to 30 per 
cent more than that of foreign built craft; an additional burden which the 
government would be called upon to bear in securing the required cement, 
because it is proposed that it shall purchase these vessels outright. 

It has been charged that the underlying motives of the resolution are 
to provide a market for a lot of vessels owned in Maine, not a few of 
which have reached the worrout stage, and thereby to discriminate against 
the cement manufacturers of the south and middle west in favor of those 
in the east, particularly those in Pennsylvania.

and west clamoring vociferously against

It ia a 
notorious fact that M costs from 25 to 
30 per cent more to build and operate 
American ships than it does foreign 
yessels, so the bug under the chip is 
fully ‘apparent. If the bill became a law 
the ¢ement would be transported either 
in the vessels owned by the government 
or in ships of American registry, 
the government would have to pay 30 per 
cent more for the cement than neces- 
sary.

War Cloud in the East Seems

Peking. March !3~—There was further 
conference in this city today between 
Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister 
to China, and Na Tung and Yuan Shih 
Kai, representing the Peking govern- 
ment, over the Tatsu Maru incident.

10 to 13 points net lower under lower 
cables, Wall street buying, bear , pres- 
sure, liquidation and stop-loss orders. 
After a rally of 4 or 5 points on cov- 
ering, the market weakened again’ and 
before the decline was checked sold at 
10.33 for May and 10.2 for July, or !4@ia 
18 points under the closing prices of 
last night on these positions. Later 
fluctuations were irregular, with trad- 
ing a little less active, but the under- 
tone of the market w&s neryous and 
unsettled, and the recovery from the 
lowest attributed to short covering. In 
addition to the lower cables, bearish 
operations were encouraged by favor- 
able week in the south, increasing of 
fertilizer sales, talk of a very slow 
spot demand, and persistent messages 
from the southwest, claiming that.a 
considerable percentage of the crop is 
still held in the interior. Southern spot 
markets, reported early, were un- 
changed to |-4c lower, and, while re- 
ceipts were small, exports were light.

New York, March 13.—Bradstreets’ to- 
morrow will say that there is quite 
considerable improvement in both the 
tone of general distributive trade and 
the volume of .business actually booked 
by jobbers. Withal, however, there is 
little change .to be seen in the charac~ 
ter of the buying on the positions 
which is along very conservative lines, 
and'while the volume of business doing 
is larger now than at any time since 
last fall-the shrinkage from a year ago 
is distinct and unmistakably large. 

Collections are still very backward; 
prices of staples tend lower than for a 
long time past; the earning power of 
employees in many lines of industry 
is being’ curtailed by short time or 
wage reductions,-and the threat is made 
that a refusal to accept lower wages 


may result in a widespread suspension’ 


of activity in the coal trade. The long 
standin curtailment of cotton -goods 
production shows no signs of ending; 
in fact, a continued heavy cut in pro- 
duction.is indicated, and notice has ben 


| given, in addition, of a !0 per cent re- 
' duction in ‘wages at some eastern mills.
